Education, 
Ire é. , *gainet the Right Hon. W. J. M. Starkie, 
Commissioner of the ard, claiming 
“arm for having. as alleged, without | 
authority, wrongfully and maliciously deprived him | 
On various occasious of increments of salary, sub- | 
jected him to a series of harassing aud irritating 
acts, and in May, 1910, procured his resignation 
wnder compulsion. Defendant watepereeliy 
all the allezations minde by the piaintifi i 
ene for the ee rjeant Matheson, ahd 
Mesers, M. Healy, K.C., M.P.; A. Dicki K.., 
‘and G. ROR, (instructed by Messrs. Sainsbury 
aud Co.). 

For the defendant—Messrs. Powell, K.C.; Pigot. 
K.C.; and T. H. Maxwell (instructed by Mr. J. M. | 
Maxwell). 

The plaintiff, who was examined by Mr.* Dickie, 
K.C.. stated that he waa appointed insptetor in 
1889, and his increment was stopped for the 
first time im 1895. Dr. Starkie was appointed 
Resident Commissioner in 1899. In 1905 he was 
censured for incidents that gecurred in Bantry. “Ve 
was stationed in Galway ai ‘the time, and was 
sent to the sonth to examine schools in Irish. He 
thought he had to examine in Bantry only the 
boys’ school, but found he had also to inspect 
the convent school, and had to compress the 
examination of both sc hools into two days. At the 
boys’ schoo! he said, “ Oh, damn talking Irish.” ‘By 
that he meant he wanted the reading and writing 
ot Irish, not the epeaking of it alone. In the 
convent #chool he said in a jocular kind of way 
something about nuns being women, but he did 
not intend to be in any way * disrespectful. The 
matter was investigated, and he was eeverely re- 
primanded. In 1906 he was reduced to the rank 
of junior inspector for communicating with one 
of the Commissioners in regard to increments. [fle 
never got a copy of any regulation debarring him 
from communicating with the Commissioners in re- 
ference to increments, dnd he never got au answer 
to his letters on the matter. In 1901 he received 
a copy of a regulation debarring inspectors from 
writing to Commissioners with regard to promo- 
tion. That was eleven years after his appoint- 
ment, but he had been twice rebuked. previously 
for breaking that rule, which he had never seen. 
Ite was suspended in 1907 for complaining about tre 
the stoppage of increments and leave. In 1910 he 
wrote to the Board stating that as he had not 
received any reply to his letters to the secretaries 
for the previous two years he trusted they would 
see their way to restore lris salary to £500, the 
amount it would have been had the increments 
net been stopped. He got no reply to that letter 
until some months after he was out of the service. 
On 12th April, 1910, he was requested to attend 
at the office, but he reviied that he was .unable to 
go. as he sprained his ankle when getting’ off a 
car at Belleek. He hesitated about going to Dubim, 
as hé knew was.

The next day he received a letter 
stating that the question of sick leave could not 
be entertained until he brought to the office the 
notes which he had been requested to bring on 
the previeus day, and that, unless he did so, the 
Commissioners would consider his fitness to continue 
in the service. Ina letter of reply he stated that 
he heard that the chief inspector of the Donegal 
district, to which district witness was atiached, had 
said in the presence of two persons that, with the 
assistance of two higher officials, he expected to 
he able to get him (plaintiff) dismissed. In the 
course of further evidence plaintiff stated that he 
submitted “himself by direction for medical 
examination Sir Thomas Miles, who 
certified that was in .a physical con- 
dition that permit. his attendance 
at an official inquiry, and that his health was such 
as would Warrant his continuance in the Board’s ser- 
. After an amount of correspondence the plain- 
attended on May 17th before a committee of 
pard, consisting af Dr. Traill, who presided; 
General Sir Wm. Butler, Mr. Bagwell, and Mr. 
Waldron, appointed to inquire into his case. None 
of the reports of any of the senior inspectors was 
shown to him. He was denied legal. assistance, 
though he was not in good health. After an hour 
and a half's attendance he was asked to leave; as 
Dr. Traill pulled out his’ watch and said that they 
were in a hurry for lunch. (Laughter.) The Board, 
upon the report of the committee, called upon him 
to resign. Ile was granted a pension of £147 by 
the Treasury.

The Budget. 


Yesterday, one of the greatest 
moments in British history, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer introduced the 
greatest of all British Budgets. Mr. 
McKenna’s was admirably clear. 
In language which none of our people— 
and none of our enemies—can fail to 
understand he forth our  finan- 
cial obligations in the war and our 
methods of meeting them, and even ad- 
ventures a brief forecast of our financial 
condition in the year that will follow the 
declaration of peace. The new Budget 
does not disappoint popular expectation. 
It was known that existing taxes had been 
so fruitful in the past twelve months that

ness, to give the public a holiday from 
any new taxation of a serious kind; but 
it was assumed that he would: take long 
which would involve additional 
taxation.

Will the war, which leaves its mark 


on so many things, have an effect on what 
the tailors advertisements call “ correct 
men’s wear”? It looks unlikely enough 
at the first blush; but the head-of the 
French Master Tailors’ Union; who should 
speak with some authority, is of a different 
opinion. The question has arisen in the 
Paris Press out of charges that the Union 
is attempting to. impose a particular 
fashion upon the men of France when they 
are released from fighting their country’s 
battles. While disclaiming any intention 
of imposing a fashion, he points out that 
“correct men’s wear” at the moment is 
the tunic and the kmnee-breeches aiid 
gaiters—or, in our case, puttees—of active 
service.

Lieutenant Stenhouse, interviewed by a 
correspondent, made the following state-

On January 9, ep me ty, gg a

Evans towards noon on January 16. We had 
passed ‘previous to: this an unnamed Cape 
between Cape Royds and Cape Bird, which I 
named Cape Aurora. <A small party went

Our. drift to the north was always a hopeful 
cne, as we were making slow but steady pro- 
gress, and we had hopes of being able to 
return to New Zealand Bunker, and again 
return in the spring of 1915 and land a relief 
party on the barrier.

Turning first “to expenditure, we are 
confronted with an inevitable increase, 


even upon the great total which we had to 


face last year. 

Our war services, which include the Navy, 
the Army, and the Ministry of Munitions, ac- 
count for £1,120,000,000. To this sum I must 
add £50,000,000 miscellaneous expenditure 
of our total credit, which brings our direct 
expenditure upon the war to £1,150,000,000, 
or over £3,000,000 a day. I hope the Com-

figures all as round sums, and will also excuse 
me from entering into details. I am very 
much afraid that if I did so I should 
only obscure the account, and should not 
elucidate it. But all the figures in detail will 
be found in the papers which will be pub- 
lished at once. (Cheers.) Advances to 
Allies and Dominions -I have put at 

,000,000, a sum which in any war but 
this would have been regarded as a fabulous 
expenditure upon the whole war services. 


Consolidated Fund services, including the pay- , 


ment of interest on debt, I put at 1385 mil. 
lions; Civil Service and Customs and 
Excise and Inland Revenue departments are 
put at £60,000,000, and the Pbst Office at 
000.000 The total of all these items 
which I have given to the Committee is 
£1,825.500.000, which is almost exae@ly 
£5.000,000 a day. This is a total) which, how- 
ever great, is one, I am sure, the Comméttee 
will face with the courage and confidence 
shown on every accasion when a demand was 
made to meet the necessary expenditure for 
the war. (Cheers.) -If the advances to 
Allies and Dominions be deducted from the 
total, there remains the sum of £1,375,000,000 
as the expenditure on our own services, war 
and peace. That is to sav an expenditure of 
just over £3,750,000 a day, which is ap- 
proximately the rate of expendittre on those 
services at the present moment.

MENTARY LOBBY.

The boldness with which Mr. McKenna has 
dealt with an unparalleled financial position 
was appreciated in the Parliamentary Lobby, 
where the general principles underlying the 
Budget met with complete approval. Heavy 
new taxation was anticipated, and there was 
no particular surprise in the Chancellor's pro: 
posals, most of the fresh sources of .revenue 
having been foreseen. The burden is admit- 
tedly a severe one, but the figures of the past 
year, so lucidly explained by Mr. McKenna, 
give confidence that it can be borne. Indeed, 
members of all parties expect another year 
in which receipts, largely exceeding fthe Chan- 
cellor’s modest estimates, will again demon- 
strate the soundness of our finances. 

While, however, the Budget will, of course, 
pass without difficulty, there is a prchability 
of ‘criticism of some details when individual 

roposals come to be examined in the Finance 

ill of the vear. A match tax is traditionally 
unpopular, and the duty on railway tickets 
exceeding ninepence is not liked. On the 
other hand, the tax on entertainments meets 
with a surprising volume of assent... There 
may be some slight modifications in Commit- 
tee, but the Budget, as a whole, has un- 
doubtedly had a good Parliamentary reception. 


ENGLISH TRADERS’ AND 
MANUFACTURERS’ VIEWS. 

The following yiews on the new taxes were 
expressed last night by some manufacturers 
and traders :— 

Messrs. Bryant and May—The ‘proposed 
tax on matches will double the. price. 

Messrs. R. White and Sons, Ltd., mmeral 
water manuiacturers—The impost of 8d. a 
gallon on mineral waters was crushing and un- 
warrantable. 

Mr. L. A Martin, of Messrs. Henry Tate 
and Sons, Ltd., sugar refiners—I do not think 
the increase in the sugar duty will have a 
great effect on consumption. If it causes a 
slight reduction it will not be a bad thing. 
I think the increase is fair to the trade. 

Messrs. Lipton, Ltd.—The sugar. coffee, and 
cocoa duties will have to be paid by the 
public. i : “ 

Fiat Motors, Lid.—There are practically no 
cars for the public being built in England 
at present. If a man can afford to purrhase 
a car, and pay. say, a four guinea tax, he can 
presumably afford eight guineas. Medical 
men, however, contend that unless the tax 
is modified in their favour, they are likely to 
be severely handicapped. 

Mr. H. B. Irving—The proposed tax on all 
entertainments appears to be a very reason- 
able arrangement. I had anticipated that the 
duty might, perhaps, have been higher. 

Mr. Edward Compton—In my opinion the 
intended tax on entertainments will probably 
deal a death-blow to a large number of small 
managers, who are only just “carrying on,” 
and have no capital to fall back upen. 

A well-known football club—— Will be hard hit. 
Fspecially wil! this be the case with Southern 
clubs. Local clubs will feel the pinch more 
than those in the north, where supporters 
vare more keen on the national game than in 
the south.

NECESSITY FOR BORROWING. 

A total expenditure of £185,000,000, and a 
net revenue of £502,000,000 leave a deficit 
of £1,323,000,000, which will have to be made 
good by. borrowing. Reckoning thé interest 
charge at 5 per cent., and the sinking fund at 
1 per cent.—a sinking fund which would pay 
off {the debt at that rate of interest in 37 
years—I have.to meet a new charge for in. 
terest and sinking fund amounting to 
£79,000,000. Now I have put the- revenue 
outside the excess profits tax at £423,000,000, 
anil the realised revenue for last year, which 
pniy included £140,000 from the excess pro- 
hts tax, amounted to £330,000,000, without 
forestalments. ‘here is a difference between 
the two of £93,000,000, which represents the 
jn¢rease of revenue for the present year. The 
ge will see that this amount is far 
nore tham sufficient to cover the charge for 
st and sinkmg fund on sums which will 
ie to he borrowed in the course of the 


new

LIMITS OÉ TAXATION. 

Now I turn to the details of revenue. 1 
Ale, of course, received many suggestions, 
many of which are valuable in themselves, 
bit suffer from the defect of not Leing suffi- 
bi: remunerative. there is a hmit in 
practice to the number of new taxes which 

be imposed at any one time, and at 

moment, when the need is so great, 
must be my first object. (Hear. 
hdar.) Innumerable small taxes, which bring 
ing little revenue, cause mucH inconvenience, 
aid are costly to collect, are of little use for 
- miy purpose, (Hear, hear.) I take it that the 
ofjects which I have to keep in view are: 
first and foremost, to obtain sufficient re- 
venue to enable us to meet our obligations ; 
scondly, to pay as large a proportion as pos- 
ible of the cost of the war; and, thirdly, to 
listribute fairly the burden of taxation over 
he whole community. (Hear, hear.) Those 
ho are better informed than 1 am of the 
financial history of other countries may find 
je parallel to the willingness displayed by our 
jcitizens, as a whole, to submit to the exactions 
‘of the tax gatherer. I know of none. (Cheers.) 
Bat it would be a mistake to drive this spirit 
| of public sacrifice too hard. » (Hear, hear.) 
i When we raise the income tax the charge has 
to be equal upan all persons of equal income, 
subject only to such recognised allowances as 
the allowance for children, an allowance 
which is of universal application. When we 
levy taxes in respect of cemmodities the tax 
has to be borne by the consumer of the 
commodity, however rich or however 
poor he may be. We must never for- 
get. how hardly those equal charges 
may press upon ohe man as compared with 
another according to their several liabilities 
and obligations. I know there are advocates 
of heroic taxation, to which, I readily admit 
they would cheerfully submit themselves, but 
J am not sure that these persons are fully ap- 
prised of the immense difficulty which large 
classes amongst us have to-«day in main- 
tairling, not the pre-war standard of life, but 
such a standard of life as is necessary in their 
circumstances for the maintenance of effici- 
ency. In ordinary conditions it’ would not be 
expected of a Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
he should explain his reasons for not inviting 
the. Committee to assent to higher taxation 
than the burdens which he is about to p se, 
but such is the willingness of our people to 
make sacrifices, and such is the determination 
of the nation to spare nothing which is neces- 
sary to bring this war to a successful issue— 
(loud cheers)—that I have thought it incum- 
bent upon me to say these few words in intro- 
ducing proposals whith will bring our total 
gevenue up to £509,000, ; 

ADDITION TO INCOME TAX, . 

In the first place I propose an addition 
to income tax, which in the lower level 
of incomes will be quite small, but will 
rise to eighteen pence, bringing the maxi- 
mum rate of taxation to five shillings in 
the pound, 5 

We propose that earned income up to £500 
a year shall in future pay 2s. ód. in the £, 
instead of 2s. 1 1-5d. as now. The next step 
on earned incomes is between £500 and 
£1,000 a year, when the rate rises from the 
present scale of 2s. 1 1-5d. to 2s. 6d. By 
successive stages the scale is carried up to 5s. 
in the £, which will be paid on earned in- 
comes where 'the total income exceeds £2,500 
a year. On the unearned income the new 
scale will begin at ós. on incomes not ex- 
ceeding £300, and will rise by stages of 6d. to 
Ss., which will be paid on incomes exceeding 
£2,000. All these charges are, of course, sub- 
ject to the existing statutory abatements and 
allowances. 

It will thus be seen that earned in: 
comes only reach the maximum of 5s, in 
the £ when they are over £2,500 a year, 
and unearned incomes reach the maximum 
of 5s. in the £ at over £2,000 a year. 

I should explain at once, however, that on 
unearned incomes the nominal rate through- 
out will be 5s. in the £, and that will ‘be the 
rate collected at the source. A large propor- 
tion of the recipients of unearned incomes are 

raons who are also in receipt of earned in- 
come, and who, therefore, pay income tax by 
direct assessment as well.as by deduction at 
the source. Wherever possible the allowance 
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large. Such is the growth in the national 
income subject to income tax, extended now 
- the liability of everyone who earns over 
10s. a week, that this increase in the rate 

of the tax is estimated to produce £43,500,000. 

NO CHANGE IN SUPER-TAX. 

I do not propose any change in the rate of 
the super-tax. (Hear, hear.) reason, on 
reflection, will become quite obvious. It will 


be observed that the increase in the income 


tax is graduated in such a way as to fall 
heavily on the incomes now subject to super- 
tax: The super-tax, as it at present exists, 
has the demerit that in many cases it is levied 
on the assessment of the average of three 
years, beginning with the fourth year before 
the tax is actually payable, and, in conse- 
quence, upon an assessment which may bear 
little relation to the current income of the 
taxpayer. The income tax under the new 
scale is itself brought into direct relation 
with the supertax. Two points in connec- 
tion with the income tax proposals must be 
mentioned. 


THE DOUBLE INCOME TAX QUESTION. 

There is the double income tax question. 
The matter affects those who pay income tax 
on the. same income in our Ditelaione and 
here. The subject is one which will have 
to be dealt with in the promised reconsidera- 
tion of our income tax laws. I have felt 
that the utmost I can do is to leave the 


matter where it stands now— (laughter) —and 


content, myself, where the Dominion tax 1s 
not less than ls. 6d., with not imposing any 
fresh burdens on such persons, who will be 
entitled to reclaim payment of the additional 
rate now imposed. It means that whatever 
they suffer, they suffer, but they. will not 
suffer more. (Laughter.) I propose also te 
leave another vexed question where it stands 
now. (Laughter. ) 

I propose that income received as pay 
for services to His Majesty's Govern: 
ment and military forces shall not be 
subject to the additional rates and taxes. 
(Cheers.) 

The text proposals- which I have to lay 
before the Committee are those which come 
under the heads of Customs and Excise, 
which are estimated to bring .in a revenue 
of £21,800,000, not allowing for forestal- 
ments of approximately £350, 

TAX ON AMUSEMENTS. 

The first is a tax on tickets or entrance 
fees charged for amusements—(cheers)—such 
as theatres, cinemas, football miatches— 
(loud cheers)—horse races—(loud cheers)— 
and other similar shows. (Laughter.): <A 
great source of revenue from these taxes will 
be the cinema picture palace. I hesitate to 
mention the number of visitors to these 
shows in the course of a year. It reaches 
many hundreds of millions, and it would 
seem as if a large proportion of the in- 
habitants of the country, of both sexes and 
of all ayes, visited the picture palaces at 
least once a week. ‘The tax is graduated in 
a few steps, according to the cost. Where 
the entrance fee is 2d. and under I propose 
a tax of $d. The scale will then rise by 
steps up to ls. on 12s.’ 6d., with an addi- 
tional ls. on every additional 10s. or ‘part 
of 10s. The total revenue from this source 
is estimated at £5.000,000 The materials 
for this estimate are not very precise, and I 
should hot be surprised if the estimate 
proved to be inaccurate. 

DUES ON RAILWAY TICKETS. 

Then 1 propose—though I do it with some 
reluctante—a tax upon railway tickets. The 
short journeys, which in the great bulk of 
cases are only taken for the purpose of 
travelling to and from home and the work 
place, are left untouched. I propose no tax 
on a journey which costs 9d. or less, but 
on journeys from 9}d. to ls. 1 propose a tax 
of a penny, and an additional penny for 
every shilling or part of a shilling over the 
first. The yield from this source is expected 


, to amount to £3,000,000. 


EXTRA DUTY ON SUGAR. 

| ask the Committee to allow an additional 
duty of 4d. in the lb. on sugar. We are 
now selling sugar wholesale in bond at just 
over 23d. a Ib. In New York the price 
is just under 3d. It is cheaper here than 
there. That is to say, the price here is 
lower than in New York, without allowing 
any charge for freight, insurance, and 
handling, which in the ordinary way of 
trade would now be approximately a penny 
a ib. We cannot continue to sell sugar 
at this cheap rate in comparison with the 
worla’s price, and we, therefore, propose to 
add 3d. to the price, which we take in the 
form of duty. The estimated vield from 
this source is &7, : 

COCOA AND COFFEE. 

Other familiar subjects of taxation and dis- 
cussion ‘are cocoa—(cheers)—coffee, and 
chicory, which 1 also propose should bear 
higher duties to bring the charge upon them 
into better relation with’ the present charge 
upon tea. ‘The rate on cocoa will be increased 
from 13d, to.6d. per pound, and on coffee and 
chicory, from 3d. to 6d. per pound. The total 
estimated yield is £2,000,000, or £1,650,000 
from cocoa and £350,000 from coffee and 
chicory. But in the present year the fore- 


stalments will reduce this by about £350,008. 


4 TAX ON MATCHES, 

Undaunted by the example of Mr. Lowe, I 
ask the Committee to assent to a duty .on 
matches+(A Voice—“ You will burn your fin- 
gers '')—and that ought to bring us in as 
much as; £2,000,000. The suggested rate is 
ós. 6d.-Customs duty and 3s. ód. Excise duty 
for every 10,000 matches, or a governing duty 
of 4d: per 1,000 matches. 

MINERALS AND CIDER. 

I next come to mineral waters—(cheers)— 
and my. ‘estimate roughly differentiates be- 
tween the cheaper and more expensive kinds. 
I propose a charge of 4d. a gallon on table 
waters prepared with sugar or fermented, and 
8d. a gallon on all others. Cider and perry 
will bear, a charge of 4d. a gallon. I antici- 
pate a revenue from these sources of 
£2,000,000. I am afraid I am wearying the 
Committee with these details. (' No, no.) 
But 1 think it will be observed that each of 
the new taxes is estimated to produce a sub- 
stantial revenue. 

MOTOR CARS AND CYCLES. 

The next item I bring before the Committee 
is an increase in the licence duty on. motor 
cars and motor cycles. As the Committee 
know, the scale now in the case of motor cars 
ranges from two guineas up to forty guineas, 
and on motor cycles there is a uniform charge 
of £1. I propose now a new scale, which may 
be shortly summarised. The duty on cars not 
exceeding 16 horse-power will be doubled, and 
on higher power cars trebled. (Hear, hear.) 
Iam sure nobody will object. (Hear, hear.) 
Motor cycles not exceeding four horse-power 
will pay two guineas, and above four horse- 
power three-quarters of the duty chargeable 
on motor cars of like horse-power. The re- 
venue from this source is estimated for this 
year as £800,000. Bicycles are not taxed. 


THE TOTAL NEW DUTIES. 

The total of Customs and Excise duties from 
all the new sources I have named will amount 
in 1916-17, allowing for farestalments, to 
£21,450,000. Add to this the amount of 
£43,500,000, which is estimated to be obtained 
from the income tax, and we have a total of 
new taxation amounting to £64,950,000, or 

ractically £65,000,000. This sum does not, 
banna, represent the total increase for the 
rear. 
á THE DIFFERENCE. ; 

Even leaving the excess profits tax out of 
the. calculation, as I have explained earlier, 
the difference between the true revenue 
of the two years is £95,000,000, the excess 
over the £65,000,000 first mentioned being 
mainly due to the fact that last year the 
increase of taxatjon did not take place until 
September. and consequently fog nearly all 
the new taxes there was a run of only six 
months. The true increase for the present 
year over last year, without taking into 
account the excess profits tax, stands, there- 
fore, at £95,000,000. 

THE EXCESS PROFITS TAX. 

Now I turn to the excess profits tax. After 
considerable discussion in Committee, this 
House assented to the proposal Jast year that 
50 per cent. of profits, in excess of profits 
determined by a datum line, should be paid 
to the Exchequer, and it was my good for- 
tune to find that there has been a 
acceptance of that burden. Nobody. could 
have listened to the whole of the discussion 
in Committee last vear without becoming 
fully aware of the defects of this tax. On 
the other hand, there ma sense, 
of cases by 
. SR, tass 
ext by 
subject of special taxation. seen pro- 
posals that the rate of ra aa be put 
up from 50 per cent. to 60, 70, 80, and even, 
in one case, I have seen gs Mr 95 per 
cent. (Hear, hear.) Those who make these 
proposals. cannot, in in! mind, have con- 
sidered the matter in its bearings. A 
great firm, carrying on a large business far 

excess of its usual operations, cannot do 
ok in most cases, without accepting great 
responsibilities and runming great risks. 
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| (Cheers.) 


which must not be left out of account. 
There is still another side which ually 
must not be left. out of account. “Grest 
profits are being made, and in many ‘cases, 
for the second year since the war, and we 
also cannot overlook the effect on the public 
mind of the e of great fortunes ac- 
cumulated during the war, whilst so many 
persons have to Ae heavy taxes on seriously 
reduced income. (Hear, hear.) Balancing 
thése considerations, I have come to the con- 
clusion that I might properly submit to the 
Committee a mg wage to increase the excess 
profits tax to 60 per cent. (Hear, hear.) The 
total effect of this increase, coupled with the 
full new charge for income tax and super- 
tax, will, in the case of those very rich 
persons who have made exceptional fortunes, 
and whose cases are always mentioned by 
way of illastration in’ discussing this ques- 
tion—the effect upon them will Be that they 
will pay in taxes—excess profits tax, income 
tax, and super-tax together—no less than 77 
percent. ont of their excess profits. I do 
not think it would be safe, having regard 
to the other considerations to which I have 
referred, to take a much larger proportion 
of excess profits by way of tax than 77 per 
cent. (Hear, hear.) One amendment of the 
revent leakage, which 
might become serious. I propose to prevent the 
loss of duty by providing for the taxation of 
exoess profits realised by the sale of profit- 
producing assets. (Cheers, and some cries of 
‘‘ Too late.’’) The Committee will remember 
that last year the tax operated in respect of 
firms whose year of account was closed be- 
tween August 4, 1914, and June ou, 1915. 
EQUALITY OF TREATMENT. 

To ensure equality of treatment of all busi- 
nesses and firms, it is necessary that the cid 
rate of 50 per cent. should be retained in 
respect of those firms whose year of account 
closed between July 1, 1915, and August 4, 
1915. All profits brought into account in a 
year closing after August 4, 1915, will be sub- 
ject to excess profits tax at the rate of 60 per 
cent. 

CONTROLLED ESTABLISHMENTS. 

With regard to controlled establishments, 
after much anxious consideration I see no way 
to deal with the matter except as follows :— 
A controlled firm which has paid a munitions 
levy into the Exchequer through the Ministry 
of Munitions will be relieved of any further 
obligation to pay excess profits tax under 
the Finance Bill, provided the amount paid 
through the Ministry of Munitions is not less 
than the amount which would have been paid 
under the Fiance Bill. (Hear, hear.) lí it 
is less, however, the difference will have to 
be made up. (Hear, hear.) In other words, 
a receipt for munition levy paid into the 
Exchequer through the Ministry of Munitions 
will be accepted pro tanto as a receipt on ac- 
count of excess profits tax payable under the 
present proposals. I have already stated that 


the excess profits duty and the munition levy | 


are expected to realise this year the sum of 
£86,000,000, partly the duty on profits earned 
down to 30th June, 1917, and partly the duty 
on profits earned subsequent to that. Imas- 
mah as the profits received during the whole 
period: from ie rust, 1914, to the ólst. March, 
1917, will be subject to the tax, the estimate 
of receipts is framed, not so much upon the 
basis of the amount liable to be paid, as upon 
the basis of the amount which our machinery 
will enable us to collect during the year. 
There will undoubtedly be a large amount 
standing over to the account of next year. 

RECEIPTS FROM BEER AND SPIRITS. 

Now, before I leave the subject of revenue 
I must call attention to the estimated decline 
of receipts from beer and spirits. Notwith- 
standing the° increase in the duty on beer of 
1s. per gallon, mam upon my right hon. 
friend’s autumn Budget of 1914, I anticipate 
a reduction in the revenue of nearly 
£3,000,060, consequent upon the restrictions 
placed upon imports of brewing materials by 
my right hon. friend, the President of the 
3oard of Trade. As regards spirits, | esti- 
mate a decline in the true revenue of over 
£2.000,000, owing to diminished consumption. 
My right hon. friend, the Minister of Muni- 
tiofs. as the Committee knows, has taken over 
the bulk of the distilleries in connection with 
the production of explosives, and, although 
his action cannot in itself affect the im- 
mediate supply of spirits for conrumption, 
which must be .at least three years 
old. we have yet to see what the 
actual effect will be’ mpon the 
price of spirits. I am bound to 
say that. should there be an increase in price 
not warranted by the additional restrictions 
upon trade, I shall feel it my duty to ask 
the Committee to absorb this increased price 
for the benefit of the public. (Cheers.) 

TEA AND TOBACCO, 

In the way of new taxation, it will be 
noticed that I have said nothing about the 
renewal of the duties imposed for the first 
time in the Finance Bill of last September, 
including the additional duties on tea and 
tobacco, all of which expire on the lst August 
next. 

I have, however, estimated that these 
duties will continue for the whole of the 
present year, and it will be mecessary, 
therefore, to have a second Budget before 
the 3ist July. 3 

It remains to be seen whether the Commit- 
tee should then be invited to assent to new 
taxation. . But, in any case, the renewal of 
the old tax must be sought for. s 

IMPORTED -LUXURILS. 

I have made no fresh attempt to prevent 
the consumption of imported luxuries by 
means of Customs duties. (Cheers.) We have 
come to the conclusion, as a result of the 
experience we have already gained, that the 
best method of dealing with this problem is 
by the scheme of prohibition which is bging 
applied by the President of the Board’ of 
Trade.,- The Committee will have noticed that 
I have not so much as discussed the question 
whether fiscal duties might now be properly 
used for controlling and directing trade in a 
way advantageous to ourselves and injurious 
to our enemies. We are satisfied that any 
attempt in this direction would be met by in- 
superable preliminary difficulties, and that 
the necessary amount of machinery could not 
be found at the present time to give effect to 
any large new proposals. We are not alone 
in this difficulty. I am informed that for 
similar reasons legislation for income tax, 
although. strongly advocated in France, has 
proved impracticable up to now. 

THE SITUATION SUMMED UP. | 

Let me now sum up the situation in which 
we find ourselves if our présent estimates are 
realised at the close of the financial year. Our 
total true revenue is put at £509,000,000. Of this 
sum £86,000,000 millions is attributed to the 
excess profit tax, which can only be tem- 
porary in character. Our permanent revenue 
is £423,000,000. Our t indebtedness will 
be £3,440,000,000, of which £800,000,000 are 
attributable to advances made to our Allies 
and Dominions. The net debt charge will, 
therefore, be 2£2,640,000,000 on March Slst, 
and the debt charge, allowing for a very 
substantial sinking fund, may a at 
£140,W00,000. Our expenditure in the last 
full year of peace, excluding debt charge, was 
£173,000,000. If we assume the same scale of 
expenditure after the war on our ordinary ser- 
vices and add the new charge for debt ser- 
vices, we shall have to meet a total e i- 
ture under these heads of £318,000,000. There 
will be a new charge for pensions, for which 
I make a provisional estimate of £20,000,000, 
bringing our post-war expenditure, on the 
assumption that the war wil) last another 
year, to £338,000,000. I have given 
our revenue of y permanent as 
£423,000,000, which leaves a surplus on the 
basis of peace expenditure after another year 
of war, with all its expenditure, of 
£85,000,000.. - 

I give these figures under great reserve. 
Many factors cannet be definitely esti- 
mated, but I think the figures are enough 
te show that by the present scale of taxa- 
tion we are making ample provision for 
the services of the war, and that when 
peace cemes we shall have a considerable 
margin for the remission of taxation. 
aio “ig hich ability to

MR. WILLIAM O’BRIEN. 


Mr. WILLIAM O’BRIEN said he was 
afraid there were far stronger reasons for 
objecting to this Budget than had yet been 
stated in the debate. He believed that when 
it came into operation they would find that it 
had indefensibly increased the taxation of 
Ireland at least four times. Whatever might 
be the outcome of this war, although they 
would, no doubt, win it and capture the trade 
of Germany and increase the export trade by 
hundreds of millions a year, for Ireland they 
had no such prospect. Ireland would have to 
pass through long years of agricultural de- 
pression and reaction such as she had never 
suffered before. The war taxes were mon- 
strous, and he ventured to say that when this 
Budget became law Ireland's interior con- 
tribution “will be three 
times greater than as be the 
maximum  taxatio that country. 
It he understood correctly the proposal that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer: had made 
with regard to the Irish distillery trade, that 
would be practically killed, and a sur-tax 
would have to be paid in addition to much 
larger sums. There was, however, a bigger 
and much broader national view of this ques- 
tion. He and his friends arraigned the whole 
system dealing with Ireland in the same 
Budget as England, and making them re- 
sponsible for those hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of which they had heard, and which 
almost made one’s head dizzy to listen to. 

CHANCELLOR AND IRELAND. 

He noticed that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in a speech which lasted an hour and 
a quarter—and which did not last a minute 
too long—although he made a huge call upon 
the Irish resources, never once mentioned the 
name of.Ireland. He invited the Chancellor 
to go one step further, and omit Ireland alto- 
gether from the Budget. By the Act passed 
the year before last, it had been admitted that 
there must be two separate Budgets denling 
with the two different countries of the totally 
different character of their responsibilities of 
their resources. If that Act was not to re- 
main a mere scrap of paper, they had recog- 
nised that Ireland was, and must always re- 
main, a separate entity—a separate adminis- 
trative, legislative, and financial entity. The 
Sudget was based upon the old policy that 
identity of tax was identity of burden 
They grounded their objection to this Budget 
upon the position taken up by Mr. Gladstone 
in reference to Ireland’s right to exemptions 
and abatements .in these great Imperial 
matters. In his Home Rule Bill of 1886 he 
recognised in the fullest measure the prin- 
ciple he. (Mr. O’Brien) was now contending 
for—viz., that Ireland’s Imperial responsibility 
must remain a limited responsibility.’ If that 
bill had passed into law the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer would have no power of levy- 
ing an additional single tax on Jreland that 
night, or for two years to come. He did not 
“seers however. that ‘if there was an Irish 

arliament now they would hold to the bar- 
gain in an emergency such as this. Qn the 
contrary, he was .as certain as he lived that 
thev would vote gladly and ungrudgingly any 
necessary subsidies in an emergency of this 
kind of their own volition. But it. was differ- 
ent, for now they had not free volition, and 
had not an Irish Parliament. He did not dis- 
pute for a moment that financially, as well 
as in contributions of meh, that Ireland. was 
not bound to give loyal and generous assist- 
ance m this war. But how had the fidelity 
of Ireland been rewarded? 

IRELAND’S SERVICES. 

They had ‘heard the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer mention the amounts which had been 
given in subsidies and loans to Oversea 
Dominions and the Allies, mostly wisely paid, 
but he had no hesitation in saying that the 
services which lIreland had rendered 
in this. war also deserved recogmition. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had mentioned the millions that had 
been spent on munitions and upon equipment, 
of which Canada alone had received orders 
to the amount of 60 millions. What had 
Ireland got under that heading for all her 
sacrifices?’ Cork had not got as many hun- 
dreds of orders as Canada had got millions. 
A lot, he thought, might be done in the way 
of retrenchment instead of over-taxatian. 


BOLD RETRENCHMENT. 

A bold and real Retrenchment Committee 
might effect an economy of a million a year 
by abolishing sinecures in Dublin Castle, the 
Four Courts and Royal Irish Constabulary, 
the Post Office and Congested Districts Board, 
and so on. There was the Insurance Act, an 
Act which was forced upon Ireland. Ii they 
repealed that Act so far as it related to Ire- 
land they would at once have effected) a sav- 
ing of a million a year. He asked the Chan- 
cellor to turn his thoughts to bold and sweep- 
ing economies. The sooner they dropped the 
system of dealing with the two countries in 
the same Budget and on the same principle of 
the unlimited lability, the better chance there 
would be of escaping serious trouble in Ireland 
by and by. Unless they received some plain 
intimation that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer was alive to the very serious turn 
things had taken, unless he admitted that 
this serious and intolerable system of identical 
taxation would be given up when the second 
reading of the Finance Bill came, they would 
have to consider it very carefully, and it 
would be their duty to re-state the claims of 
Ireland again and again. 

Sir F. BANBURY did not see much to find 
fault with in the Budget, but regretted that 
some important 4xties had not been imposed. 

Mr. MONTAGU (Secretary to the Treasury), 
in feply to Sir F. Banbury, said that to- 
morrow (Wednesday) the resolution dealing 


with the new taxes would be moved, so that, 


they could bring in a limited bill and pass it 
before Easter. It would cover the ‘taxes on 
amusements, railway tickets, matches, and 
mineral waters. 


MR. T. M. HEALY. 


Mr. T. M. HEALY said he wished to refer 
to the railway tax, and to point out that if 
a man left London for Dublin he paid 38s. 
first class, whereas he would pay only - 4s. 
to Bo to Paris. Did the Treasury ever think 
that there was such a country as Ireland 
except when it was required to extract taxa 
tion from it? Was it to have no considera- 
tion from the Cabinet? What: they were 
doing was to give a bonus to the foreign 
They would, therefore, be send 
ing people outside of the United Kingdom, 
instead of giving them the benefit of tourist 
spots in Ireland, although it was a pic- 
turesque country. If Thomas Cook and Co. 
had en the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
they coyld not have adopted better methods 
to develop the resources of Switzerland. 
(Laughter. ) He cordially endorsed what 
had been said by his hon. friend (Mr. W. 
O’Brien). They had remained im Ireland 
more or less tongue-tied during the last two 
Years, but he thought no one would blame 
them for presenting some of the considera 
tions in their minds when these gigantic 
figures were thrown at them. They did not 
shrink from sacrifice, but they must be 
excused if they thought of the future, and 
what must be the effect of this system of 
taxation on Ireland. 


INCREASED TAXATION, 


In the days of the Irish Parliament the 
whole tax on Ireland was only one million 
a year. The result of the taxation of this 
war would be something like seventeen 
millions extra to the ten millions they had 
been paying, and they would, therefore, have 
t> pay twenty-seven millions. If they met 
the C of the Exchequer outside he 
told them that if only his hands were free 
he would bring in a separate Budget, but 
when he was inside he said he was unable to 
give effect to his benevolent wishes. It 
was said that, having regard to Home 
Rule, Ireland was entitled to a separate 
san of finance. That was conceded, but

into the discussion of the necessary provision 
for winning a war of libertiy. 

Mr. BAKNES said that they were pledged 
to carry the war to a successful issue. They 
must realise what was ahead and be prepared 
to provide for all emergencies. In regard to 
the new taxes, he suggested that they would 
bear too hardly on those at the lower end of 
the social scale, and for that’ reason they 
should be modified, He approved of the amuse- 
ment tax, but condemned the tax on railway 
tickets, which would be. especially oppressive 
upon clerks and other workers who lived ten 
or more miles from their work. He objected 
also to the match tax, and held that the excess 
profits tax might have been made much 
heavier, and that landowners should have been 
required to pay more. 

Mr. DUNDAS WHITE was disappointed 
that Mr. McKenna had not, includea in his 
proposals taxation of land values. 

Mr. GINNELL complained that the new 
taxation would be unfair to Ireland. - In de- 
veloping his argument he was thrice called to 
order by the Chairman, and finally requested 
to resume his seat because of irrelevance. 

Mr. GALBRAITH objected to the proposed 
taxes on railway tickets and matches, which 
would be especially oppressive to workingmen, 

Sir THOMAS BSMONDE also spoke. 

Mr. MONTAGU, replying on the debate, 
expressed satisfaction with the reception 
which, on the whole, had been given to the 
proposals. Objection had been taken to the 


taxation of railway tickets, but short distance 


journeys, which in most cases ‘were for busi- 
ness purposes, would not be affected, whilst, 
on the other hand, the longer journeys, which 
were in so many cases for pleasure, would be 
affected. At the same time, the tax wag not 
so heavy as to have any injurious results to 
the public interest. He added that there was 
nothing sinister in the arrangement to enact 
the Budget proposals by means of two bills. 
It was a businesslike proposal, intended to 
facilitate the arrangements as to the new 
taxes, and prevent a loss of revenue which 
might amount to three millions. 

The resolutions imposing the new or in- 
creased taxes were agreed to.
